China quake toll climbs 

• 600+dead • 10,000 injured • 85% of area levelled 


Soldiers and civilians used 
shovels and their bare 
hands to dig through col¬ 
lapsed buildings in search 
of survivors after strong 
earthquakes struck a 
mountainous Tibetan 
region of China yesterday, 
killing at least 617 people 
and injuring more than 
10,000. 

The series of quakes flat¬ 
tened buildings across re¬ 
mote western Yushu coun¬ 
ty and sent survivors, 
many bleeding from their 
wounds, flooding into the 
streets of Jiegu township. 
State television showed 
block after devastated 
block of toppled mud and 
wood homes. Local offi¬ 
cials said 85 per cent of the 


structures had been de¬ 
stroyed. 

Residents and troops gar¬ 
risoned in the town used 
shovels and their hands to 
pull survivors and bodies 
from the rubble much of 
the day. 

Several schools col¬ 
lapsed, with the state news 
agency saying at least 56 
students died. Worst hit 
was the Yushu Vocational 
School, where Xinhua cit¬ 
ed a local education official 
as saying 22 students died. 

Crews set up emergency 
generators to restore oper¬ 
ations at Yushu’s airport, 
and by late afternoon the 
first of six flights landed 
carrying rescue workers 
and equipment. But the 


road to town was blocked 
by a landslide, hampering 
the rescue as temperatures 
dropped below freezing. 

Tens of thousands of the 
town’s 70,000 people were 
without shelter, state me¬ 
dia said. 

The airport in Xining, 
the nearest big city some 
860 kilometres away, was 
filled with Chinese troops 
in camouflage, firefighters 
and dozens of rescue work¬ 
ers with sniffer dogs. 

The airport had been 
closed to civilian flights for 
several hours last night to 
make way for the rescue 
effort. 

“The situation here is 
difficult. Most of the build¬ 
ings have collapsed. A lot 


of people are seriously in¬ 
jured,” said Pu Wu, a direc¬ 
tor of the Jinba Project, 
which provides health care 
training for Tibetan com¬ 
munities. 

“We are scared. We are 
all camping outside and 
waiting for more tents to 
come.” 

While China’s militaiy is 
well-practiced in respond¬ 
ing to disasters, the remote 
location posed logistical 
difficulties. The area sits at 
around 13,000 feet and is 
poor. 

Hospitals were over¬ 
whelmed, and rescue 
teams were slowed by 
damaged roads, strong 
winds and frequent after¬ 
shocks.

Ladies take over the night 

Promoter hopes show will encourage female comedians

They are Edmonton’s 
ladies of the night and 
they’re performing for a

Ladies of the “Comedy” 
Night is a show being put 
on by comedian Dawn Du¬ 
mont in the hopes of pro¬ 
moting female comedians 
in Edmonton. 

“We see each other 
around all the time and we 
never get to perform on 
the same show,” Dumont 
said. “There are so few of 
us so they like to spread us 
around.” 

There are only about 10 
serious female comedians 
in town according to Du¬ 
mont but by putting on 
this show, she’s hoping 
those numbers will in¬ 
crease. 


“The younger girls are 
coming up,” she said. 
“They just don’t tend to 
stay with it consistently 
like the guys do.” 

Dumont said anyone can 
learn the techniques for 
stand up comedy; often it’s 
just a case of looking at 
your own life and experi¬ 
ences. 

“It’s just like any other 
type of public speaking, you 


just have to find your own 
humour,” she said. “Every¬ 
one’s got one and they’re all 
a little different.” 

So what do female 
comics joke about? Du¬ 
mont said you’ll hear 
everything from jokes 
about being a mom, being 
on the dating scene after 
being married for a long 
time, bisexuality, and rela¬ 
tionships. 


“For the most part, we 
pretty much talk about our 
lives,” Dumont said. “We 
poke fun at ourselves and 
the men in our lives gener¬ 
ally.” 

Although the acts are all 
female, Dumont said both 
sexes will enjoy the 
evening. 

“Men like to laugh as 
much as women do, I’m as¬ 
suming,” she said. 


Auditor says Alberta falling down on job 


“This practice skews compliance statistics 
and may present management with a 
compliance picture more favourable than 
it really is.” 

Merwan Saher, acting auditor general 


compliance Alberta’s work¬ 
er safety agency was lax on 
enforcement and hid the 
true number of companies 
that refused to make safety 
improvements, the 

province’s auditor general 
reported yesterday. 

A five-month review 
found that the Department 
of Occupational Health 
and Safety suspended com¬ 
pliance orders filed against 
dozens of companies for 
no apparent reason. 

These companies had 
some of the worst safety 
records in Alberta, with in¬ 
jury rates up to four times 
higher than the provincial 
average, says the report by 


acting auditor general Mer¬ 
wan Saher. 

But when the auditors 
looked more closely, they 
found that in many cases 
the department had sus¬ 
pended the compliance or¬ 
ders simply to make its 
own statistics look better. 

“This practice skews 
compliance statistics and 
may present management 
with a compliance picture 


more favourable than it re¬ 
ally is,” Saher said in his re¬ 
port. 

In most cases, the com¬ 
pliance orders were re¬ 
opened in the next fiscal 
year with no evidence that 
the companies took any ac¬ 
tion to improve worker 
safety. 

Saher also found in 
many cases, companies 
that ignored safety viola¬ 


tions were still getting re¬ 
bates from the province 
under a program that re¬ 
wards firms with good 
worker safety records. 

The violations that went 
unchecked for years range 
from fire and explosion 
hazards to lack of hearing 
and eye protection. 

Alberta has one of the 
highest rates of worker 
deaths in Canada with 166 
deaths in 2008. 

The auditor also found 
that the department al¬ 
most never uses the courts 
when safety compliance 
orders are repeatedly ig¬ 
nored.

Slain officer's

In winning four un¬ 
escorted passes into Kelow¬ 
na, B.C., from his jail in 
Agassiz, B.C., Munro, 58,

“They asked me back the 
next morning and then by 
noon came the announce¬ 
ment.” 

The announcement was 
that Guergis was resigning 
as minister of state and 
Prime Minister Stephen 
Harper had kicked her out 
of the Tory caucus and 


called in the police. 

The Star has learned that 
Snowdy was the “third par¬ 
ty” Harper said had made 
the allegations. 

Guergis, presented by 
the Star with a synopsis of 
the allegations Snowdy 
made, emailed that she 
could not comment. 

“I would very much like 
to answer ... and in due 
course I will try. 

“I’m sure you can appre¬ 
ciate it is very difficult to 
answer allegations based 
on innuendo from anony¬ 
mous sources... Neverthe¬ 
less, I intend to defend my¬ 
self to the fullest extent to 
ensure that the record is 
set straight.”

I took a road trip this past 
weekend to the political

everywhere I turned every¬ 
one had opinions, flapping 
flags or placards; everything 
was up for debate! 

I passed billboards and 
signs, either for or against 
everything: Bank bailouts, 
mortgages, abortion, politi¬ 
cians, Obama, Supreme 
Court nominations. Though 
my political stripes run lib¬ 
eral, I couldn’t help but 
laugh at all the hyperbolic 
statements equally: A Prius 
in front of us was embla¬ 
zoned with an “ITMFA” 
sticker — that is, “Impeach 
The Motherf—er (that is, 
George Bush) Already” next 
to an Obama-Biden 2008 de¬ 


cal. The pickup truck next 
to it displayed a “Stop Ker¬ 
ry” relic (circa 2006) next to 
a Confederate flag. 

Perhaps it’s all a byprod¬ 
uct of American values, or 
the two-party system that 
encourages people to take 
sides; maybe a country built 
on a people’s revolution 
and the First Amendment 
can only inspire outspoken, 
black-and-white zeal. 

We’re complex human 
beings, capable of careful 
discussion and give-and- 
take. How can anyone possi¬ 
bly distill an opinion on, 
say, the health-care reform 
bill (which has more pages 


than War And Peace) into a 
catchphrase? The reductive 
quality of a bumper sticker 
doesn’t change anyone’s 
mind — they are merely ral¬ 
lying points for the fervent, 
rather than talking points 
for the open-minded.

Gene Kiniski, the Edmon- 
ton-born pro wrestler who 
gained worldwide fame as 
the hardest-working 
blackhearted villain in the 
fight game, has died of 
brain cancer. 

He was 81. Kiniski died 
Tuesday at his home in 
Blaine, Wash., surrounded 
by family members, accord¬ 
ing to friends and col¬ 
leagues. 

He had an innate under¬

The four members of Glo- 
riana are walking into 
this year’s Academy of 
Country Music Awards 
with a sense of purpose. 

They were there last year, 
but they weren’t nominat¬ 
ed for anything, and since 
they were just starting out, 
very few people knew their 
music. But a year changes 
things. They had the coun¬ 
try hit Wild at Heart, have 
distinguished themselves 
with their debut album and 
captured an American Mu¬ 
sic Award. 


And at Sunday’s ACMs in 
Las Vegas, they are up for 
overall top new artist. 

“I think that we’ve waited 
a really long time to feel 
embraced and welcomed, 
and it’s starting to happen, 
and that’s just the most re¬ 
warding feeling ever,” said 
singer Rachel Reinert, 21. 

“We’re going to be (at the 
ACMs) with all of these 
country artists that we’ve 
toured with and gotten to 
know, and they’re good 
friends of ours now,” added 
singer and mandolin player 


Cheyenne Kimball, 19. “It’s 
just going to be really amaz¬ 
ing if we’re able to get up 
on the stage and win one. 
We’re the babies. We’re 
very new, so I think it 
would be very special for 
us.” 

The four members share 
vocal duties with each other 
while brothers Tom and 
Mike Gossin also play gui¬ 
tar. One thing’s for sure, 
their fans know how to 
vote. Gloriana upset heavily 
favoured nominee Lady 
Gaga at the American Music 


Awards last year to win 
breakthrough artist of the 
year. That unexpected win, 
along with a yearlong stint 
opening for Taylor Swift, 
might make it seem like 
their success has come 
overnight, but the group 
sees it differently. 

“We’ve all had our own 
different paths,” said Rein¬ 
ert. “The guys were playing 
in bars and Cheyenne had a 
record deal as a solo artist 
when she was like 13. For 
me, I moved out here to 
Nashville when I was 15 


and was playing songwrit¬ 
ers nights and doing all this. 
And when we got together, 
we all lived together in this 
apartment.”

Cable networks catching up 

Conan's move to TBS latest example of growing trend 



TV host Conan O’Brien has surprised the entertainment industry 
by signing a deal for a show with cable network TBS. 


If you believe the 
headlines, Conan O'Brien’s 
decision to sign with 
cable’s TBS is “shocking.” 

Really, though, only Fox 
should be shocked — at 
how O’Brien was spirited 
away at a time the net¬ 
work acted like it had lit¬ 
tle competition for the 
late-night comic’s services. 
It’s another example of 
how cable networks, while 
not quite on par with 
broadcasters, are getting 
closer every day. 

“I certainly don’t think 
anybody going to cable to¬ 
day is shocking,” said 
Michele Ganeless, Comedy 
Central’s executive vice- 
president and general 
manager. 

“Whether it’s comedy or 
drama, cable has been 
leading the way over the 
last five years.” 

As a cable guy, O’Brien 
has plenty of company. 
Oprah Winfrey is starting 
her own network, ending 
her broadcast show and 
committing to appear¬ 
ances at her place. Sarah 
Palin has programs at both 


Fox News Channel and Dis¬ 
covery. The college foot¬ 
ball national champi¬ 
onship is moving to cable. 

The phrases “broadcast 
network” and “cable net¬ 
work” are swiftly becom¬ 


ing an anachronism. 

Less than 10 per cent of 
American homes received 
TV signals by broadcast in 
February, or 11.1 million, 
the Nielsen Co. said. In 
1999, a quarter of Ameri¬ 


can homes were broadcast 
homes, and had no access 
to TBS, USA, TLC and 24- 
hour news. 

Now, TBS is seen in more 
than 100 million of the na¬ 
tion’s 114.9 million televi¬ 
sion homes. Given the 
trouble that some Fox affil¬ 
iates were having in clear¬ 
ing time for him all across 
the country, O’Brien may 
debut before more people 
next fall on TBS than he 
would have at Fox. 

“There is no broadcast- 
versus-cable war any¬ 
more,” said TBS President 
Steve Koonin. “It only ex¬ 
ists in the minds of the ad¬ 
vertisers. This will be the 
third year that Koonin tells 
advertisers about his fall 
schedule during the same 
May week that has tradi¬ 
tionally been set aside for 
the broadcasters. His mes¬ 
sage is plain: Treat us 
equally. 

“Cable has had parity in 
late-night for a while,” said 
television analyst Steven 
Sternberg. “It just hasn’t 
had it in the press.”

Columbia Pictures has 
bought the English-lan¬ 
guage movie rights to the 
popular Millennium trilogy 
by late crime novelist Stieg 
Larsson, a Swedish film pro¬ 
duction company said 
Wednesday. 

More than 12 million 
copies of Larsson’s trilogy, 
which starts with The Girl 
With the Dragon Tattoo, 
have been sold globally. 

Yellow Bird AB, which 
made Swedish-language 
movies based on the books, 
will work with Columbia 
Pictures on the Hollywood 
versions. Filming is expect¬ 
ed to start next year. 

Yellow Bird CEO Mikael 
Wallen said the movies will 
be produced by Scott Rudin, 
whose credits include the 
Academy Award-winning 
No Country for Old Men, 
while Schindler’s List 
scriptwriter Steve Zaillian 
will adapt the books for the 
big screen. 

Wallen said no director 
had been picked yet and did 
not specify the terms of the 
sale. “It’s a little bit compli¬ 
cated, since we need some¬ 
one who wants to, and can, 
do all three films,” he said.

Crusted Chicken

PREP TIME: 10 MINUTES 
COOK TIME: 15 MINUTES 

INGREDIENTS: 

2 egg whites, lightly beat¬ 
en 

1 tablespoon Dijon 
mustard 

4 (6-7oz) skinless, boneless 
chicken breasts 

2 cups finely grated 
Parmesan cheese 

1 teaspoon fresh thyme 
leaves, chopped 

METHOD: 

1. Preheat broiler to high 
and set oven rack to top 
position. Lightly oil a 
rimmed sheet pan with 
olive oil and set aside. 

2. Meanwhile, mix egg 
whites with Dijon 
mustard and set aside. 
Place chicken breasts on a 
cutting board. With a 
knife parallel to the 
cutting board, cut chicken 
breasts in half lengthwise 
to create two thin chicken 


breast cutlets. Working 
with one cutlet at a time, 
dip chicken into egg white 
mixture and then coat in 
Parmesan cheese and 
place on prepared sheet 
pan. 

3. Broil chicken breasts 
until crunchy and golden 
on one side, flip over and 
continue to cook on other 
side until cooked through, 
about four minutes per 
side. Toss carrots with wal¬ 
nuts just before serving. 
Divide chicken cutlets and 
carrot mixture among 
four plates and serve with 
any remaining broth from 
pan.
